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THE  EVIL  THAT  MEN  DO:  Two  Commentaries 

One  of  the  most  discerning  observations  of 
human  behavior  hy  Bertrand  Russell  is  to  me  his 
suggestion  that  we  are  always  much  horrified  by 
new  manifestations  of  evils,  but  tend  to  take 
th  eir  age-old  existence  for  granted  so  long  as 
they  remain  in  a familiar  guise.  His  remark  was 
probably  a conscious  paraphrase  of  Pope’s  “seen 
too  oft.” 

Th  is  weakness  causes  us  chronically  to  deal 
with  symptoms  of  a disease,  with  results  rather 
than  causes,  which  is  bound  to  produce  relative 
futility  to  the  end  of  time.  Thus,  few  in  their 
shock  and  shame  last  fall  at  events  in  Dallas 
ever  realized  that  the  methods  and  motives  of 
those  two  domestic  horrors  are  the  most  salient 
aspects  of  our  international  relations. 

Mass  violence  is  the  accepted  and  sanctioned 
last  resort  in  disputes  at  the  world  level.  The 
crucial  element  in  absolute  national  sovereignty 
is  the  asserted  and  approved  right  of  a people  to 
take  the  law  of  nations  into  its  own  hands  when- 
ever it  is  convinced  that  such  action  is  required 
by  its  own  self-interest.  No  satanic  power  could 
devise  a more  hellish  set  of  twins  as  bases  for 
individual  or  social  action. 

Yet  all  too  rare  and  infrequent  in  religious 
and  pacifist  circles  is  any  frontal  attack  on  the 
fundamental  factor  in  our  common  life  as  human 
beings,  though  it  fits  with  macabre  precision 
Macbeth’s  description  of  man’s  existence.  It  is 
a tale  of  criminal  idiocy.  Facilities  for  death 
and  destruction  which  paralyze  the  imagination 
are  the  inevitable  product  of  such  anarchy.

The  assassination  of  President  Kennedy 
pointed  up  the  tragically  sad  condition  of  our 
country.  Each  of  us  is  guilty,  to  a certain  extent, 
for  the  existence  of  the  conditions  which  made  it 
possible,  either  because  of  what  we  have  done, 
or  because  we  have  failed  to  do  as  much  as  we 
could  to  correct  the  situation.  Yet  there  was 
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very  little  evidence  that  people  in  general  felt 
any  sense  of  personal  responsibility.  Many  were 
heard  to  say  that  it  was  too  bad  people  like 
Oswald  were  loose  and  ready  to  commit  this 
crime.  Very  few  said,  “I  too  have  been  to  blame. 
Father  forgive  me  for  my  part  in  it.” 

We  have  become  a materialistic  nation.  The 
statement  on  our  coins,  “In  God  We  Trust,”  is  a 
false  one;  our  trust  is  in  money  and  military 
power.  Our  people  seem  to  have  forgotten  God. 
Even  many  who  attend  church  and  profess  to 
believe  live  as  though  they  did  not.  If  a large 
proportion  of  our  citizens  are  living  contrary  to 
what  they  know  to  be  right,  we  will  not  have  the 
honesty  and  integrity  that  are  as  essential  in 
building  a sound  life  for  a nation  as  they  are  for 
an  individual. 

We  appear  to  have  forgotten  that  we  were 
created  in  the  image  of  God,  Who  is  spirit,  and 
that  therefore  we  are  primarily  spiritual  beings 
whose  real  purpose  is  to  grow  in  spiritual  sensi- 
tivity. Jesus  taught  that  God  is  Love.  If  we 
could  develop  within  ourselves  the  divine  quali- 
ties of  love  and  compassion  which  are  present 
in  all  men  everywhere  (although  at  times  buried), 
all  could  live  together  in  peace  and  happiness. 
But  if  we  continue  to  ignore  this  essential  part 
of  ourselves,  and  to  devote  our  energies  entirely 
to  selfish  and  materialistic  pursuits,  it  seems 
likely  that  the  Bible  story  of  the  flood  will  be 
repeated,  and  that  man  will  bring  about  his  own 
destruction. 

May  we  all  realize  our  most  important  activity 
is  to  allow  the  divine  spirit  to  work  in  ourselves, 
that  we  may  grow  spiritually  and  be  able  to 
spread  the  light  to  others,  to  help  them  know 
their  own  spiritual  assets  and  to  allow  God  to 
be  a real  force  in  their  lives.  Let  us  realize  that 
we  are  all  involved  in  the  low  moral  condition 
of  our  country,  and  sincerely  pray,  “Feather,  for- 
give me  for  my  part  in  it  and  help  me  to  do 
better.”  Let  us  each  search  in  his  own  soul  and 
ask  himself:  “Could  I qualify  as  one  of  ten 
righteous  men  for  whom,  perchance,  God  might 
save  our  nation  from  destruction?”

Tissa  Eddy  reports  on  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting  held  in  Palo  Alto  on  January  18.  Young 
Friends  joined  the  adults  for  Meeting  for  Worship 
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Interest  groups  will  meet  from  3:15  to  5 p.m. 
Gretchen  Tuthill,  Assistant  Clerk,  will  coordi- 
nate scheduling. 

Lecture.  Mildred  Binns  Young  will  be  invited 
to  address  the  1964  Yearly  Meeting.  Lawrence 
Scott  was  named  as  an  alternative  speaker  if 
Mildred  Young  cannot  attend. 

Scheduling.  The  provisional  schedule  for 
1964  Yearly  Meeting  was  approved,  with  some 
changes.  (This  will  be  printed  in  full  in  a later 
issue  of  the  Bulletin.)  Innovations  this  year: 

— Meetings  for  Worship  will  be  held  both  on 
Committee  Day  (August  15)  and  at  the  opening 
session  of  Yearly  Meeting. 

— Workshops  will  not  be  held. 

— Early  afternoons  (1:15  to  3 p.m.)  will  be  “open 
time,”  with  no  scheduled  meetings  unless  an 
extra  plenary  YM  session  is  needed.  Exception: 
the  7th  YM  session  will  be  held  at  this  time  on 
August  18,  so  that  the  period  following  Family 
Night  can  be  left  open. 

Young  Friends  reported  plans  for  a balanced 
program  of  discussion,  business  and  recreation. 
They  recommend  that  Young  Friends  be  housed 
with  their  parents  or  “foster  parents.”  They 
also  proposed  that  they  continue  to  participate 
in  the  Worship-Fellowship  groups,  but  that  alter- 
nate provision  be  made  for  junior  high  Friends 
who  do  not  wish  to  attend. 

FRIENDS  WORLD  COMMITTEE 
FOR  CONSULTATION 

Triennial  Meeting  in  Ireland.  Virginia  Heck 
is  official  PYM  representative  to  the  FWCC 
meeting  in  Ireland  this  summer,  and  will  receive 
the  S500  subsidy  budgeted  for  this  purpose. 
Other  PYM  members  of  the  FWCC  will  be  can- 
vassed as  to  their  ability  to  attend  at  their  own 
expense.  If  fewer  than  two  can  accept,  Lois 
Handsaker,  who  will  be  in  Europe  at  that  time 
and  is  interested  in  attending,  will  be  asked  to 
represent  PYM  also. 

A special  Committee,  composed  of  Gretchen 
Tuthill,  Clifford  Maser,  Ferner  Nuhn  and  John 
Ullman,  was  appointed  to  examine  the  problem 
of  appointees  to  FWCC  and  clarification  of  their 
functions.  Their  recommendations,  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Executive  Committee,  were  that: 

— a general  statement  be  prepared  of  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  FWCC  and  PYM’s  relationship 
to  it;  also  a statement  of  the  responsibility  of 
representatives  to  the  triennial  meetings. 

— the  five  appointees  to  FWCC  be  named  for 
five-year  terms,  one  being  named  each  year  on 
a rotational  basis;  that  one  of  the  five  at  all 
times  be  a Young  Friend;  that  the  Nominating 
Committee  be  asked  to  adjust  present  appointees’ 
terms  to  end  one  year  apart,  and  that  this  com- 
mittee be  given  a list  of  qualifications  for 
appointees. 


— the  Clerk  notify  the  FWCC  of  the  appointment 
of  PYM  members,  and  of  the  selection  of  repre- 
sentatives to  the  triennial  meetings. 

— selection  of  the  three  representatives  to  the 
triennial  meetings  include  canvassing  the  five 
members  one  year  in  advance;  the  Nominating 
Committee  set  a priority  for  the  three  in  terms 
of  allocation  of  YM  funds;  and  that  each  repre- 
sentative hopefully  attend  two  triennial  meetings. 

— S500  be  budgeted  each  year  to  accumulate 
toward  travel  costs  to  the  triennial  meetings. 

— the  senior  member  convene  the  other  members 
annually  for  consultation  and  orientation. 

PYM  PROGRAMS  AND  COMMITTEES 

Executive  Committee  will  be  expanded  to  in- 
clude Young  Friends  officers  and  the  immediate 
past  Clerk  of  P\  M. 

Representative  Committee  (August  meeting) 
will  have  half  its  members  terminate  their  serv- 
ice each  year. 

To  implement  this  pattern.  Monthly  Meetings 
in  alphabetical  listing  “A  to  0”  are  asked  to 
name  representatives  for  one  year  at  this  time; 
and  those  from  “P  to  Z”  for  two-year  terms. 

Friend  in  the  Orient.  The  present  Committee 
of  Correspondence  with  Seoul  Friends  has  been 
asked  to  serve  as  a standing  committee  to  give 
guidance  to  Herbert  and  Gertrude  Bowles  in 
Korea,  and  to  Ann  and  Russell  McArthur  in 
Singapore  and  China.  Members  of  this  committee 
are:  Reginald  Price,  Chairman;  Catherine  and 
David  Bruner;  Sang  dal  Cha;  Ruth  and  Floyd 
Schmoe.  Margaret  Simkin  was  named  as  an  addi- 
tional member. 

AFSC.  The  queries  proposed  to  Yearly  Meet- 
ings by  the  AFSC  (see  Feb.  Bulletin,  p.  3)  were 
referred  to  a special  committee  composed  of 
PYM  representatives  to  the  AFSC  Corporation 
and  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

This  committee  plans  to 
tape  interviews  with  at  least  ten  early  members 
of  PYM.  Questionnaires  are  also  being  sent  to 
each  Monthly  Meeting.

REPORT  FROM  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Twenty-seven  Friends  who  serve  as  Yearly 
Meeting  officers  and  committee  chairmen,  or  as 
regional  meeting  Clerks,  plus  six  Young  Friends 
officers,  met  for  the  first  annual  session  of  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Saturday,  March  21,  at 
the  Palo  Alto  Meeting  House.  Below  is  a sum- 
mary of  the  decisions  of  this  committee.  Items 
requiring  action  by  monthly  or  regional  meetings, 
or  by  PYM  committees,  are  marked  with  an 
arrow. 

FINANCE 

Treasurer’s  Report.  Robert  Young  reported 
that  income  and  expenditures  to  date  were  on 
schedule  in  terms  of  the  1963-64  budget. 

The  F riend  in  the  Orient  program  is  in  need 
of  immediate  resources,  and  the  Treasurer  was 
authorized  to  forward  up  to  S500  to  the 
McArthurs  for  an  exploratory  trip  to  mainland 
China,  and  up  to  S265  to  cover  the  balance  of 
the  Bowles’  expenses  in  Korea. 

PYM  Standing  Committees  are  asked  to  plan 
their  expenses,  including  travel  for  committee 
meetings,  well  in  advance,  so  that  their  requests 
may  be  considered  by  the  Finance  Committee 
before  Yearly  Meeting  time. 

Friends  Bulletin  fiscal  report  was  encour- 
aging: Nearly  half  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  have 
either  subscribed  or  collected  for  their  members, 
and  individual  Friends  have  been  prompt  and 
generous  in  renewing  their  subscriptions.  As  a 
result,  only  $400  of  the  $1500  budgeted  by 


Yearly  Meeting  for  the  Bulletin  has  been  needed 
so  far  this  year. 

The  Friend  in  Washington  program,  which 
ends  on  June  1,  has  received  very  poor  support 
this  year;  under  $1000  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
FCNL  for  this  purpose. 

Fiscal  Year  Change.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee’s suggestion  was  approved  that  the  fiscal 
year  be  changed  to  May  1 — April  30,  beginning 
this  year,  so  that  all  items  dealing  with  a given 
PYM  annual  session  may  be  included  in  one 
fiscal  period. 

1964  YEARLY  MEETING  PLANS 

(See  also  article  by  Asenath  Young  on  page  2.) 

Costs.  Higher  fees  charged  by  California 
Western  University,  especially  for  children,  will 
require  some  adjustment  of  charges  to  attenders. 
Executive  Committee  approved  equalizing  costs 
for  families,  plus  funds  to  provide  transportation 
for  excursions  for  children.  Anticipated  subsidy 
from  Yearly  Meeting  will  be  about  $650. 

Monthly  and  regional  meetings  are  asked  to 
consider  setting  up  sharing  funds  to  assist 
families  who  might  not  otherwise  be  able  to 
attend,  especially  since  there  are  no  camping 
facilities  this  year. 

Documents  in  Advance.  To  give  Friends 
ample  time  to  learn  of  projects  and  concerns, 
and  to  save  time  at  Yearly  Meeting  sessions,  an 
enlarged  July-August  issue  of  the  Bulletin  will 
be  printed,  containing  the  following:  statistical 
and  finance  reports;  memorials  from  Monthly 
Meetings;  State  of  the  Society  reports;  1965 
Yearly  Meeting  arrangements  report;  standing 
committee  reports;  and  reports  on  AFSC,  FCNL, 
CFSC,  and  FWCC.  June  1 is  the  deadline  for 
these  reports  to  reach  the  Clerk,  who  will  than 
forward  approved  material  to  the  Bulletin  Editor. 
Sessions  at  Yearly  Meeting  will  be  scheduled 
for  Friends  to  speak  to  these  reports. 

Epistle.  Members  of  the  Epistle  Committee 
will  be  named  in  advance  by  the  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committee,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Representative  Committee.  The  first  draft  will 
be  read  in  the  morning  of  the  next-do-last  day, 
with  an  open  committee  meeting  that  afternoon 
to  present  suggestions  for  revisions  or  addi- 
tions. The  committee  will  then  consider  such 
suggestions  in  closed  meeting,  and  present  the 
final  draft  at  the  last  plenary  session,  without 
further  response. 

Interest  Groups  on  the  following  subjects 
were  approved: 

— Quaker  Dialogues,  led  by  Claremont  Meeting. 

— Race  Relations,  with  particular  reference  to 
the  California  Anti-Rumford  Act  Initiative. 

— Education,  using  a resource  leader  (possibly 
Mildred  Young). 
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Peace  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee 
was  asked  to  name  a Peace  Committee,  including 
a chairman,  as  indicated  in  the  Discipline,  but 
not  including  the  option  of  representatives  from 
all  Monthly  Meetings. 

REPRESENTATIVES 

The  following  were  appointed  as  representa- 
tives of  PYM: 

— Caroline  Estes,  to  the  FWCC  Regional  Race 
Relations  Conference  in  Iowa  this  summer. 

— Margaret  Brooks,  to  the  East-West  Christian 
Peace  Conference  in  Prague,  Czechoslovakia, 
June  28  - July  2,  1964.  Her  travel  minute  will 
include  encouragement  to  visit  among  East  Ger- 
man Friends  to  express  our  continuing  interest 
in  them  and  their  spiritual  welfare. 

FUTURE  OF  PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING 

Division.  Salem  Meeting  proposed  that  for 
geographic,  time  and  financial  reasons,  PYM 
should  perhaps  consider  the  advisability  of 
dividing  into  two  Yearly  Meetings.  This  sugges- 
tion was  referred  back  to  Salem  Meeting  with  the 
suggestion  that  it  be  considered  further  by  the 
regional  meeting. 

Permanent  Site.  College  Park  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing was  asked  to  appoint  a committee  to  inves- 
tigate the  possibility  of  a permanent  site  for 
Yearly  Meeting,  both  in  terms  of  returning  to  a 
given  location  for  the  next  few  years,  and  of  the 
long-term  feasibility  of  a site  to  be  owned  by  the 
Yearly  Meeting. 

HISTORY  CORNER 

The  passage  below  is  excerpted  from  an  article  written 
by  Peter  Gulbrandsen  for  the  May  9,  1931  issue  of  the 
FRIENDS  INTELLIGENCER.  Caroline  Estes,  Chairman  of 
the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  History  Committee,  points  out 
that  the  message  is  still  relevant  for  Friends  today.  This 
History  Comer,  started  last  year,  will  appear  in  the 
BULLETIN  on  a regular  basis  from  now  on,  providing  a 
chronological  account  of  the  growth  and  development  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

THE  MESSAGE  OF  MODERN  QUAKERISM 

Anna  Cox  Brinton  read  a paper  prepared  by 
Henry  W.  Sanders,  and  each  of  the  following  then 
made  a brief  speech  on  “The  Message  of  Modern 
Quakerism”:  John  Borland,  William  Lawrence, 
Frederic  Anderson,  and  Peter  Gulbrandsen.  Some 
. . . stressed  the  importance  of  applying  the 

Quaker  message  to  social  conditions.  The  last- 
named  speaker  said:  “The  message  of  Quakerism 
today  is  to  create  the  right  spirit  for  the  right 
action.  We  should  untie  ourselves  from  what  we 
have  done,  and  look  forward  to  our  share  in  the 
great  transformation  of  society  which  is  ahead 
of  us.  A change  is  coming,  and  we  should  be 
adequately  prepared  for  it.” 

A passage  from  Henry  Sanders’  address  was 
thus:  “With  the  worship  of  Friends  functioning 


at  its  best,  we  need  not  fear  that  the  Society 
will  be  remiss  in  supporting  worthy  social 
causes.  These  will  depend  on  the  individual 
concentration  and  effort,  and  if  the  same  energy 
is  applied  to  the  brotherhood  of  man  as  is  nor- 
mally applied  to  the  upkeep  of  church  organiza- 
tion, we  shall  do  our  full  share  toward  the  better- 
ment of  the  world  we  live  in.” 

John  Dorland  said:  “We  must  somehow  win 
back,  and  I believe  we  have  largely  lost  it,  a 
sense  of  our  mission,  a feeling  of  wonder,  and  a 
desire  for  new  adventures  in  the  world  of  the 
spirit.” 

The  discussion  was  carried  on  on  a high 
level,  William  James  ably  conducting  the  after- 
noon . . . public  meeting. 

As  the  conference  drew  to  a close.  Friends 
felt  that  a new  era  for  Friends  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  had  begun.  Something  of  a lasting  nature 
had  been  born  in  the  two  days’  Meetings  and  the 
scattered  Friends  had  been  brought  closer  to- 
gether in  spiritual  fellowship  and  a common 
service. 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

My  ten-year-old  daughter  and  I came  over  by 
ferry  from  Victoria  Meeting  to  attend  Pacific 
Northwest  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  on  April  4-5 
at  Vancouver,  B.  C.  The  journey  was  a good 
preparation  for  a Friends  Meeting  and  a meeting 
with  friends.  The  sun,  the  birds,  and  the  blue 
water  of  our  lovely  trip  were  all  reminders  of  the 
One  who  has  given  us  the  beauty  and  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  enjoy  it. 

We  had  a great  deal  of  business  to  discuss, 
and  of  course  this  is  a major  reason  for  having 
Quarterly  Meetings,  but  I felt  that  not  enough 
time  was  left  for  the  refreshment  of  our  spiritual 
needs.  The  meeting  was  held  at  the  Community 
Christian  Church,  since  Vancouver  Meeting 
House  is  too  small  for  such  gatherings.  Sixteen 
Young  Friends  and  four  adults  traveled  the  600 
miles  from  Argenta,  via  Model  A Ford  and  other 
means,  to  be  with  us. 

Young  Friends  and  older  ones  started  the 
meeting  in  quietness  together,  then  we  parted  to 
attend  to  our  business  separately.  We  met  again 
after  the  business  sessions  to  enjoy  a most 
generous  meal. 

Argenta  Friends  School  put  on  a most  inter- 
esting program  in  the  evening,  beginning  with 
gymnastics  and  music  performed  by  the  students. 
This  was  followed  by  a panel  led  by  students 
and  faculty,  which  gave  us  an  opportunity  to 
know  more  about  the  school’s  ideals  and  how  it 
works. 

One  of  the  things  I look  forward  to  particu- 
larly at  a Quarterly  Meeting  is  the  hospitality, 
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and  I was  very  happy  to  be  able  to  stay  in  a 
Friend’s  home  rather  than  in  a cold  hotel  room. 
The  other  high  point  of  the  weekend  for  me  was 
our  Sunday  morning  Meeting  for  Worship  at  the 
University.  This  was  held  in  a lovely  room  far 
removed  from  all  the  noises  and  anxieties  of 
every  day. 

We  left  then  for  a quiet  trip  home,  back  to 
our  work  days,  but  a glow  remains.
